OOTTON MANUFACTURE IN CHINA. 


(8. C, & Consular Gazette, Oct. 10.) . : 

We recently read in the Shanghai News 
Letter that it is under contemplation to 
establish a Cotton Manufactory in China ; 
and, jas. this isa subject of. very great: in- 
terest; in,a commercial point-of view, we. 
purpose making a few general remarks upon 
the prospects of such manufactures in China, 
.generally, Some, time ago, it may ba re- 
membered, we suggested in theae columns. 
that..na country. perhaps . was. better, suited, 
for the manufacture, of. pieces! goods; than 
China. . She: possesses the raw staple. in 
layge quantity, coal in abundance, and a 
larga population eminently suited to the 
kind of work, which is light and can ‘be 
perforiued without the exercise of strength; 
while-the Liode of life among the pepple iu 
China: is such that the labour could be 
supported at a far lower.rate- than it could 
beathome. These conditions are so favour- 
able to manufacture that there is no doubt, 
if free scope were given, China would take 
a prominent. position in the production, of 
pices goods ; and if ever the enterprise “b 
set about by peuple. unshaekled by restric- 
tions,- there certainly appears to:be every 
prospect of its being succéssful. 

1n an abstract point-of view, therefore, 
our ideas are certainly in favour of the opi- 
nion that China is suited fo support ex- 
tensive goods .manufactories ;. but we anust 
confess our opinions become somewhat al- 
tered,- when the matter is brought, forward 
in the concrete, and we are asked . whether, 
atthe: present time, : and. under existing 
circumstances, a Ootton Manufactory is 
likely to prove  remunerative spevulation, 

Like all other innovations iu this ovuntry, 
the Cotton Factory would have to encounter 
and to trinmph “over considerable: opposi- 
tion,‘ both “direct and indirect, on’ the part 
of the people. - The history of the Woosung 
telograph and. of otber similar attempts is 
well known; and it may also’ be in the re- 
collection of many of our readérs thys:whon, 
during the time of Cotton export from 
China, a tirw.doing extensive busiuess en- 
deavourud to erect some hydraulic presses 
a short distance iu‘the country, the people 
arose.ct masse; as.is their custom, and.upon 
one of the usual absurd pretexts—we be- 
lieve, that the machines were -worked by 
superuatural power, but really no doubt be- 
cause they intarfered with their acoustomed 
profits—they set. to work and pulled the 
presses. down: There can be no queation 
that considerable risk exists that. a simi- 
lar-onslaught would be made against any 
factory established by. Enropeaua,’ wiless,. 
it was under direct license from the: local 
authorities ;-in “which case it is probable 
that an understanding would be come to 
beforehand between the officials and tho 
people, such as would enable the: latter to 
squeeze the highest possible rates of wages 
out of the foreign proprietors, 

ff, therefore; tho difficulty of active, or 
apeaking more accurately of undisguised 
opposition did not exist; the next difficulty 
that would have tobe -encountered would 
be the likelihood: of the people combin- 
ing-so to force -up wages that. little or no 
profit would remain to the foreignera-who 
embarked their capital in the enterprise, 
Notwithstanding: our treaty rights to free 
trade, and the consequent illegality. of tlie 
| proceeding, it, is well known’ thet the

It is algo 4 question of some interest. in 
conneotion with this subject, whether ar- 
rangements could be mada to mantifacture 
the native cotton so well: as to compete 
with the Manchester looms ; and‘ if not, 
whether it would pay to manufacture -cot- 
ton: imported into. Ohina “from America; 
The first-is a technical point upon which 
it-is difficult to-pronounce.ani opinion ; “but 
so far as our information . goés, we under- 
stand: that. it would be difficult: to make 
such aolid and durable goods. out. of China 
cotton as can’ be obtained from the longer. 
staple of America. In this case, the advan- 
tage to be looked for would all turn wpon 
one‘point, the-cheapness of labour, as: it 
would cost probably as much to import 
Cotton into. Ohina ‘as into Liverpool. 
This point “would: ‘of .: course. soon 
find a practical solution. Thore is # fairfield; 
and if such opposition, with a view to rais- 
ing wages, as will interfere with turning 
the natural advantages of the country to 
good account, be not made, we may look to 
the suocesaful establishment of a tiew and 
important branch of industry.
